Veterans Support' This program includes several sub-catagories. Support for our active duty military included monetary donations 
to our local Air Force base for an airman's appreciation beach picnic and the local USO. Other support was provided by donating 
cell phones for deployed veterans, purchasing uniform items and house sitting for a deployed airman A second sub-catagory is 
support for homeless as well as sick and hospitalized veterans. Support for homeless veterans included supporting the annual 
veterans stand down which provides free services such as legal, medical and dental services, food, clothing, personal hygiene items 
and shower facilities. Donations included six large bags of personal hygiene items and clothing as will as furniture. Over 250 
veterans benefitted from this program. For sick and hospitalized veterans, members volunteered at the local VA clinic, services 
included driving veterans to appointments at other facilities and general administrative duties. Several dozen veterans were visited 
while in nursing homes, the hospital or at home convalescing. Many of these visits included providing meals and performing lawn 
service. Monetary donations were made to the local VA nursing home and Covenant Hospice A comedy night was organized and 
conducted with all proceeds ($100.00) going to the local Fisher House. Other veterans support included participation in local military 

ceremonies including Memorial Day and Veterans Day activities. (Continued on Schedule O)

Community Involvement: Post 35 is very active in the local community. We sponsor a cub scout pack for which we provide 
monetary support as well as use of our facility for functions. We also provided tools and guidance in the fabrication of their 
pinewood cars for competition in the annual Pinewood Derby. During the Thanksgiving and Christmas holidays, we cook, prepare 
and deliver meals to needy families in the community. This year 226 meals were delivered for Thanksgiving and almost 250 meals 
for Christmas. As a result of our annual charity golf tournament, we were able to award three $1,250.00 scholarships to local area 
high school seniors attending undergraduate schools. Other not for profit organizations receiving donations include Special 
Olympics, Toys for Kids, Muscular Distrophy Association, St. Jude's Children's Hospital, Children in Crisis, The Kids Network, 
Paws With A Cause, Caring and Sharing Food Bank, the Air Force Enlisted Village and other church organizations to name a few

Subordinate organization and miscellaneous Activities: The Ladies Auxiliary, Riders and Sons play an integral role in our 
Organization The Auxiliary collects donations and assembles and mails "Care Packages" to the troops. They also collect outdated 
coupons and mail them overseas where military commissaries honor them. During the holiday season, they adopt several families 
and collect and distribute food, clothing and gifts for them. They also organize and oversee the Angel Tree which provides 
Christmas gifts to community children who otherwise would not have any. The Auxiliary also organizes and hosts the Children's 
partys at Christmas, Easter and Halloween The Riders have organized and participated in many poker runs to benefit veterans, 
cancer victims, The Love of Jake Foundation, Toys for Children, Toys for Tots, the USO and other local chanties Our Sons have 
conducted benefit steak nights, purchased and assembled a childrens play ground fortress, provided volunteer support for Post 
events and contributed to the charity golf tournament.
